In h y ea r that ha s not y et produced 
thuch constructive nationa l legislation, 
the U.S. Sena te now has a golden op­ 
portunity to get things off the ground 
by pa ssing the $5 2 billion House-a p­ 
proved high\\a > progra m. 


The mea sure in question would give 
this nation the biggest roa d-building 
progra m in its history .

Under the new progra m 
as < in­ 
dorsed

the House, $27.5 
billion 
would be spent over a 13-y ea r period 
to build a 40,000-mile network of su­ 
per-roa ds a cross the United States. The 
federa l government would put up 00 
per cent of the cost, the sta tes the re­ 
ma inder. 


The other $20-odd billion would be 
voted to ex pa nding the ex isting fed­ 
era l-sta te 
highwa y 
progra m 
under 
w hich 
costs are equa lly sha red 
be­ 
tween the two levels of government. 


To foot the cost the new proposa l 
ca rries higher ta x es on ga soline, diesel 
fuel, tires, retrea ded rubber, and on 
trucks and buses— the hea viest high­ 
wa y users. 


Broken down, it is estima ted these 
levies would cost the a vera ge motor­ 
ist a nother $6 .5 0 a y ea r, or a bout two 
rents a day . The truck opera tors pro­ 
perly would feel a bigger bite— some 


$400 a y ea r increa se for running a 
la rge truck. 
As the Sena te contempla tes this 
huge mea sure, it has for compa rison 
the five-y ea r, $ 1 8 billion highwa y pro­ 
gra m it a pproved last y ea r. 
On the 
fa te of it. this latter pla n is thorough­ 
ly ina dequa te to the 
kind 
of long- 
ra nge projection the na tion's highwa y s 
need. 
The regula r federa l-sta te progra m 
ha s been terribly insufficient for y ea rs. 
The proof is in the grow th of the turn­ 
pike network built by revenue bonds 
paid for by motorists’ tolls. Drivers 
ha ve been willing to pa y these cha rges 
beca use they mea nt wonderful miles of 
ex press routes free ,of stoplights, cross 
tra ffic, side roa d ha ndica ps, and the 
like. 
It has been fairly said tha t with a 
few ex ceptions the turnpikes ha ve been 
the only truly modern highwa y s in 
America . 
The question before the Sena te now 
is whether it is prepa red, as the House 
evidently wa s. to pla n highwa y s in 
terms as big as the problem. The gov­ 
ernment of the United Sta tes has a re­ 
sponsibility for this progra m. 
Up to 
now it has a bdica ted tha t responsibil­ 
ity . It is time Wa shington moved in to 
sha pe a nd assist development of a high­ 
wa y web which can ma tch the coun­ 
try 's great growth and give it necessa ry 
eecuri \

“ I would like a 
discussion on 
deafness,” writes Mrs. S. "P lease 
do not refer me to a doctor,” she 
adds. She goes on to state that shf 
w ears a hearing aid b ut this m akes 
her nervous. 


It is a large order to discuss 
deafness in a 
few 
words. 
It is 
qui’e useless 
to "prescrib e” 
for 
’’deafness” 
at 
a 
distance 
since 
there are several different varieties 
|as well as degrees of hardness of 
| hearing. The proper steps to take 
can only b e decided after various 
special ex aminations. 


The 
Hearing 
m echanism 
is 
really 
quite 
rem arkab le. 
Sound 
waves in the air reach the ear and 
pass through the ear canal. They 
» hen 
go 
through 
an 
intricate 
m echanism in the middle ear to 
the nerve fib ers which c arry the 
sound to the b ra.n. 


Just imagine the ex traordinary, 
m echanism in the b rain which al­ 
lows us 
to sort out the 
sounds 
w'hich it receives so that we can 
tell one word from another. 


Hardness of hearing m ay occur 
at any point along the pathw ay 
b etween 
the 
outer 
ear 
and 
the 
b rain itself. For ex am ple, ob struc­ 
tion of the ear canal with wax or 
something 
else 
will 
deaden 
the 
sounds. We ail hear poorly with a 
b ad cold b ecause of interference 
with this passage of sound waves. 
A Good Deal of the hardness of 
hear ng resu lts from changes in the 
middle ear. It is in this variety 
that hearing aids are perhaps of 
the greatest use 
These acts b y 
b eing attached to the b on£ near 
the ear so that the m echanism of 
the middle ear is to a certain ex ­ 
tent 
short 
circuited 
and 
sounds 
are passed on m ore readily to the 


nerve carrying the message to the 
b rain. 
It should b e ob vious that a hear­ 
ing aid will not b e of value ii the 
hearing difficulty is the result of 
d am age to the nerve itself or of 
the reception process in the b rain. 
Conseq uently, there are some who 
are deaf who will not b enefit from 
a hearing aid. 


I Do Not Know why Mrs 
S 
is 
m ade nervous b y her hearing aid 
b ut perhaps 
it is one which does 
not suit her needs or is not ad ­ 
justed to them as well as it might 
b e. There are a num b er of good 
instrument* of this kind 
on 
the 
m arket b ut none of them should 
b e just picked out like a tooth­ 
b rush. It is worth w'hile to find 
the model b est suited to the in­ 
dividual needs and b e sure that it 
is properly adjusted to that person 
P erhaps doing this wmuld help Mrs 
S. 
and 
would 
not 
m ake her so 
nervous 


I should like to add a word ab out 
occupations 
for 
those 
who 
are 
partly deaf b ut otherwise qualified 
and 
eager 
to 
work. 
There 
are 
m any 
occupations 
where 
sharp 
hearing is not necessary. The fit­ 
ting of 
a 
hard-of-heanng 
person 
into the proper job is a goal to­ 
ward which all of us should strive 
There are m any pub lic and priv­ 
ate organizations which offer aid 
under such circum stances so that 
a person whose hearing is failing 
certainly should not give up hope of 
a useful as well as a comfortab le 
life.

A mesh bag such as 
often used for fruits in super­ 
market« provides a good support 
With melons the time required 
fiom seed sowing to maturity

Muskmelons take from 80 
to 100 day*, watermelons from 
73 to 100 days. Seed cannot be 
sown until at least a week after 
the frost-proof date when the 
ground is thoroughly warm.
